WASHINGTON, June 17.—Nor- 


man Littell, Assistant Attorney 
General in charge of the Lands 
Division, told the House Public 
Lands Committee today that the 
Navy Department's contract with 
Standard Oil Co. of California for 
exploitation of naval petroleum re-, 
serve No. 1 in the Elk Hills area 
_of California signed Nov. 20, after 
approval by President Roosevelt, 
was “illega] and invalid under the 
act of June 30, 1938.” 

Out of courtesy to the President, 
the committee did not question Lit- 
tell, after he had explained that 
he was without full authority to 
reveal the details of the contract 
and its negotiation because he had 
submitted a voluminous report to 
Economic Stabilization Director 
James F. Byrnes, which had not 
yet reached the Presidential desk. 

To permit the President, Byrnes 
or the Navy Department to make 
an announcement or to act, the 
committee adjourned its investi- 
gation of the contract to next Tues- 
day morning. 

50-Page Opinion, 

Littell said that he did not sup- 
pose there would be any objection 
to the committee's reading of his 
opinion submitted to Byrnes last 
Friday. It is understood to be 
about 50 pages and quite technical. 

Littell gave no indication to the 
committee as to how he had ar- 
rived at his conclusion “after ex-

tract as to its practical effect and 
its legal aspects.”

‘ETAIL food costs in St. 

Louis increased 51.8 per cent 

between August, 1939, and 
last April, the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics reported today. The 
average increase nationally was 
50.4 per cent. 

The increase from the time 
food price controls were initi- 
ated in May, 1942, to last April 
was 12.4 per cent, the bureau 
said in reporting on food. costs 
in principal cities of OPA Re- 
gion 5, which includes St. Louis. 

In announcing the figures, 
Arthur A. Smith of Dallas, Tex., 
regional representative of the 
bureau, commented: “Cases can 
be made by the statistician and 
the economist either to console 
or perturb, but such will not 
change the fact that food costs 
continue to rise, and the seri- 
ousness of the condition must 
lead us not to hopeless despair 
but to renewed efforts to check 
the trend.”

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
NORTH AFRICA, June 16 (De- 
layed) (AP).--Having visited the 
American army in training for in- 
vasion of Europe and sampled 
American field rations on the first 
two days of his North African 
tour, King George VI of England 
got around yesterday (Tuesday) to 
inspecting units of the combined 
British and American fleet in the 
Mediterranean and meeting the 
war correspondents who covered 
the rout of the Axis in this theater. 

For more than an hour the Brit- 
ish monarch, who flew to North 
Africa on Saturday, walked slowly 
up and down a vast space covered 
with detachments of sailors and 
Marines. They were drawn up in 
long lines that stretched all the 
way from tne city’s warehouses 
down to the water front. 

Accompanying the King as he 
inspected the fighting men were 
two American officers, Vice-Ad- 
miral H. K. Hewitt and Rear Ad- 
miral J. L. Hall. 

Secret Given Away. 

It was at this stage that the 
secret of the King’s visit to Algiers 
was given away. For on the tiered 
boulevards of this city, which rises 
from the sea like an amphitheater, 
crowds had assembled, drawn by the 
strains of the Royal Marine band 
and the scene of naval activity 
along the docks. Spectators with 
binoculars could see the King 
clearly. 

In contrast to the tropical whites 
of Americans and British naval 
men and officers was the nonde- 
script attire of hundreds of Ameri- 
can and British merchant seamen 
whose courage and tenacity had 
done so much to make possible not 
only the Allied success in Tunisia, 
but the preservation of Allied com- 
munication lines the world over. 

The King spent a longer time 
with these men than with any oth- 
er group on parade.

LONDON, June 17 (AP).— 
Heavily-battered Cologne and 
other objectives in the Rhineland 


were the Royal Air Force targets 
last night as the aerial offensive 
against Germany continued. 

It was the 116th raid on Co- 
logne. 

At the same time, the Air Min- 
istry announced, R, A. F. fighters 
attacked transport and other tar- 
gets in Holland and Belgium, 

Fourteen bombers and 
fighter were missing from 
night’s operations. 

The Air Ministry also announced 
that R. A. F. Hurricanes and 
Typhoons attacked a_ three-ship 
enemy convoy early today off The 
Netherlands and damaged all of 
them, one so severely it was stated 
it probably sank. The planes suf- 
fered no loss and left all the ships 
smoking from bomb hits and bul- 
lets. 

In other almost hourly offensive 
sweeps over the continent, R. A. F. 
fighters shot down a total of nine 
German fighters during the day. 
Two of the raiders failed to re- 
turn, 

Two R. A. F. Typhoons, striking 
at Germany's precious stock of 
locomotives, damaged at least nine 
in the Douai and Bethune areas of 
northern France yesterday, beat-

TURKEY SWINGS CLOSER TO ALLIES 


AMERICANS LOSE 
SIX. AIRGRAFT IN 
PARRYING BLOW 
AT GUADALCANAL 


Strength of Enemy For- 
mation Taken as Sign 
of Attempt to Cripple 
U. S. Offensive Prepa- 


rations. 


WASHINGTON, June 17 (AP).— 
In one of the great air battles of 
the Pacific, American planes shot 
down 77 Japanese aircraft over 
Guadalcanal Island yesterday while 
losing six of their own number, 
the Navy announced today. 

Never before had the enemy’s 
air losses in the Guadalcanal area 
been so heavy. The 77 total was 


almost exactly twice that of the 


Japanese losses last April 7, when 
39 enemy craft were destroyed 
during a single raid, 


Navy communique No, 415 said: 

“South Pacific: 

“1. A brief report received from 
the South Pacific reveals that in 
an air battle over Guadalcanal Is- 
land on June~i6 United States 
planes shot down 32 Japanese 
bombers and 45 Zero fighters. Six 
United States planes are missing. 

“2. No further details have been 
received.” 


13-1 Rate on Losses. 

The description of the American 
planes as “missing” suggested that 
some of them, or at least some of 
their pilots, might turn up later. 

The 13-to-1 score turned in by 
American combat flyers In the 
Solomons, who have in the past 
included Army, Navy and Marine 
pilots, was one of the best, possibly 
the best, ever recorded in a single 

action, 


In the action of April 7 the Jap- 
anese attacked shipping at Guadai- 
canal with 98 planes, including 50 
bombers, and while they lost 39, 
American losses were three ships 
and seven planes, Only two Ameri- 
can pilots failed to return from 
their crashed craft, however. 


The latest raid in the Guadalk 
canal area prior to yesterday’s ac- 
tion was on last Saturday, when 
the Japanese sent a force of 40 to 
50 fighter planes into the vicinity 
of the Russell Islands, American 
air base territory immediately 
north of Guadalcanal. Their move 
then appeared to be aimed at win- 
ning aerial supremacy by over- 
whelming American fighter plane 
forces and driving them from the 
skies, thereby laying American 
ground installations open to a 
smothering assault. As it turned 
out, the Japanese had 25 planes 
definitely shot down and eight 
probably. American losses were 
six planes and two pilots, 


Change of Tactics.

Husband Once ‘Dead’ Now Missing, 
Wife Gets Annulment From No. 2 


The marriage of Mrs. Needy 
Ruby Knight, 4907 West Pine 
boulevard, to John Jackson Knight, 
was annulled today by Circuit 
Judge William S. Connor when 
she explained that she married 
Knight while under the impression 
that her first husband had been 
killed in a naval action, but that 
later reports have indicated he 
may still be alive. 

Mrs. Knight, 26 years old, said 
she was informed by the Navy De- 
partment last October that her 
husband, Solon B. Boyd, had been 
lost at sea. On Jan. 4, she was 
married to Knight. 

Last month, Mrs, Knight testi- 
fied, she received another message 
from the Navy stating that Boyd 
was “missing.” She said she then

separated from Knight, thinking 
Boyd might still be alive. Knight, 
also in the Navy, did not contest 
her suit. 

Max C. Nelson, Mrs. Knight’s at- 
torney, said he understood Boyd 
was a crew member of the de- 
stroyer Reuben James, sunk in the 
North Atlantic in October, 1941. 
Nelson said Boyd was rescued, and 
transferred to another ship, which 
was later sunk. 

The lawyer told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that his client, if unmar- 
ried, would be entitled to receive 
$90 a month compensation from 
the Government as long as Boyd 
is missing. Mrs. Knight’s name 
was changed automatically to that 
of Boyd, to whom she was mar- 
ried in 1935 at Birmingham, Ala.

‘Everything Went Admirably,.’ 

One committeeman told the

He said the six commissioners 
attending the committee meeting 
for the first time accepted, like 
the original seven committeemen, 
the principle of collective responsi- 
bility and the pledge to relinquish 
the committee’s powers when 
France is freed. 

While Massigli told the commit- 
tee of the communications received 
from various governments on rec- 
ognition of the committee, it was 
not specified which governments 
had already dealt with him.

De Gaulle Wins Point.

At a press conference following 
his feturn from ah inspection tour 
of the EuroOpean and African war 
theatefs, Gen. Stratemeyer also 
said that during the same period 
the Allies destroyed 118 Axis ships 
of all kinds in the Mediterranean. 

Lesson of Integration. 

“If there is ofe lésson we have 

learned from Africa, the Mediter- 
ranean and Europe,” he said, “it 
is that our air power must not 
be used piecemeal and so dissi- 
pated. In the Tunisian battle the 
Tactical Air Force was used as 
an integrated force to achieve air 
superiority by blasting the enemy 
air force out of the sky. 
“It was hot used piecemeal, one 
parcel as an umbrella to protect 
ground troops elsewhere, dividing 
itself into easily opposable seg- 
ments and accomplishing nothing.

Joseph Sunnen Opposes

Industry must make plans now 
for providing full employment aft- 
er the war to avert depression, 
William McClellan, St. Louis dis- 
trict chairman of the Committee 
for Economic Development, em- 
puasized last night at a meeting 
at the .aacquet Club at which 


plans for spurring each of 2400 
manufacturing establishments in 
this area to do its own postwar 
planning were discussed. 

A 12-man council was .ic--.ned 
two months to formulate a 
policy for the group. Since then 
21 vice-chairmen, each represent- 
ing a group of related industries, 
have been chosen and the meeting 
was the first at which they were 
present. 

The first step to be taken, Mc- 
Clellan said, will be to ask each 
manufacturer to estimate how 
many men he will employ in the 
critical first few months after 
the end of the war. 


‘Postwar Planning Now.’ 


“Many manufacturers won't “e 
able to answer this question im- 
mediately,” he said, “but we in- 
tend to keep asking him until he 
can. We want to drive him to do 
his postwar ;lanning now—to fig- 
ure out what he will make, what 
materials he will use, what ma- 
chinery and financing he will need, 
what markets will be available. If 
industry doesn’t do this, is not 
ready to provide jobs, government 
will.” 

To carry the program of the com- 
mittee to each of the 2400 manu- 
facturers will require an office and 
a capable staf. to do leg-work and 
research,. McClellan said, disclos- 
ing that the council had talked 
of raising $25,000 from industry to 
finance the work for a year or 18 
months. 

Joseph Sunnen, president of Sun- 
nen Products Co., urged the fig- 
ure be reised to $250,000 to pro- 
vide adequate funds to make sure 
the job was done thoroughly. Mc- 
Clellan said the suggestion would 
be considered by the council. 

“We don’t want to be in the po- 
sition of putting forth bright ideas 
and then finding they won’t work,” 
Sunnen declared. “I don’t like the 
government public-works-to-pro- 
vide-jobs idea. We should handle 
our own employmefitt program. 
Right now industry is going to hell 
by letting somebody else take care 
of it.” 

As an example of industry’s fail- 
ure to plan for its own problems, 
Sunnen cited the coming State 
Constitutional Convention, for 
which,* he asserted, no® business 
group has done any resear or 
planning, thus passing up “our 
only chance in 20 years on this 
problem.” 

Wants Individuals to Act, 

The committee will not do post- 
war planning itself, McClellan em- 
phasized, nor will it inquire into 
the specific plans of any manufac- 
turer. It does plan to provide 
data on postwar marketing condi- 
tions, purchasing power, new mate- 
rials, equipment and financing, he 
said, and to try to get each com- 
pany to appoint a man or group of 
men to figure out the company's 
place in the postwar situation. 

A. P. Greensfelder, chairman of 
Fruin-Colnon Contracting Co., said 
General Electric had a man known 
facetiously as the “vice-president 
for tomorrow,” and urged that each 
plant’ in the St. Louis area should 
have its “top official for tomor- 
row.” 7 

Sunnen said plans must be flex- 
ible, since it was not known how 
many men will have to be ab- 
sorbed, the figure varying with 
such factors as how fast military 
services are demobilized, what 
happens to government-owned war 
plants, what happens on the infla- 
tion front,and how long lend-lease 
will continue. 

An obstacle to postwar planning 
by Monsanto Chemical Co., Vice- 
President Gaston DuBois said, is 
the inability to procure even small 
amounts of strategic materials to 
carry on research on new products. 
With construction tapering off 
rapidly, he said both the man- 
power and strategic materials sit- 
uations would be eased and urged 
that the government allow develop- 
meni to go on so new products 
will be ready after the war, ;

Other speakers approved this 
idea, but W. S. Symington, presi- 
dent of Emerson Electric Co., took 
issue with it. 

“There's too much talk about in- 
dustrial research,” he said. “Every- 
body figures we've got to have 
television or something. But the 
main problem for the vast majori- 
ty of manufacturers will be to 
again get to selling our old prod- 
ucts.

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NOLTE RESIGNS 
AS VICE-CHAIRMAN 
OF POLIGE FUND 


Quits Retirement Board 
When Other Trustees 
Disagree With Views 
on Investments. 


Comptroller Louis Nolte has sub- 
mitted his resignation as vice- 
chairman of the Police Retirement 
System .and supervisor of invest- 
ment of its funds, which exceed 
more than six million dollars, be- 
cause the other six members of the 
board of trustees failed to support 
him in a move to correct what he 
viewed as a dangerously increas- 
ing deficie. cy in invesdtment earn- 
ings. 

The resignation was submitted to 
Chief of Police James J, Mitchell, 
chairman of the retirement system, 
in a letter dated March 8, but has 
not been acted on, it was learned 
today. Nolte, however, remains ang 
ex-officio members of the board of 
trustees under the law. 

The retirement system statute 
makes mandatory a return of at 
least 4 per cent on invested funds, 
Nolte pointed out in his letter of 
resignation, but not for eight years 
has earned interest actually 
equaled the 4 per cent credited on 
contributions from police members. 
Viewing this as dangerous, Nolte 
proposed last February that the 
trustees seek to have the Legisla- 
ture amend the State law to per- 
bit the board to fix the interest 
rate credit on contributions at the 
trustees’ discretion, with a 4 per 
cent maximum. 

“By its failure to even second 
my motion, the board rejected my 
counsel, apparently without even 
giving it consideration,” Nolte 
complained, 

“If I acquiesce in this action of 
the board, I am placed in the posi- 
tion of agreeing that the city of 
St. Louis will be ready to come to 
the support of the retirement sys- 
tem whenever the growing discrep- 
ancy between the investment yield 
and ‘regular interest’ shall make 
the support necessary.” 

The city contributes approxi- 
mately half a million dollars a year 
to the retirement fund, into which 
policemen make payments on the 
basis of age, salary and length of 
service, 

Nolte said that the accumulated 
interest deficiency last September 
amounted to $210,877, and would 
probably increase with the size of 
the investment funds. For the 
fiscal year ending last Sept. 30, he 
added, interest earned on the book 
value of bonds held was only 2.94 
per cent. Nolte has not attended 
a meeting of the board since Feb- 
ruary, 

The board of trustees is com- 
posed of Chief Mitchell, Detective 
Sergt. Harry Powell and Detective 
Cornelius A. Powers, elected by 
members of the Police Depart- 
ment; Mayor William Dee Becker, 
President Edwin E. Huffman of 
the Board of Police Commissioners 
and the Comptroller, ex-officio 
members by law, and Eugene M. 
Guise, an attorney, appointed by 
the Mayor.

Previous Damage. 


Last night’s attack was the first 
heavy night raid on Cologne since 
February 26.

The 
attack last night undoubtedly was 
to nullify rebuilding efforts in rail 
and road communications and to 
smash repairs intended to put 
chemical works, ammunition fac- 
tories, engineering and _ truck 
plants, power stations, blast fur- 
naces and oil refineries back into 
commission. 

There was another light raid on 
Cologne April 9 when the R. A.

Cologne was the target for the 
first 1000-bomber attack by the R. 
A. F, on the night of May 30, 1942. 
In that one assault 300 acres in 
the city were reported flattened 
and more than 250 industrial build- 
ings destroyed or damaged.

Speculation on When That Will Happen, 
However, Is Hazardous, Binder Says in 
Cautioning Armchair Strategists Against 
Construing Every Rumor as the Signal Gun.

ROM now until the armed forces of ins United Nations iand in 


Europe, every development or rumored development is going to 
be construed by many armchair strategists as the signal gun. 
Some day some of the prognosticators are going to enjoy the su- 
preme satisfaction of having correctly called the turn.

In the meantime there are go- 
ing to be,.a great many false in- 
terpretations and forecasts which 
the makers hope will be quickly 
forgotten. 

The closing of the 350-mile long 
Turkish-Syrian frontier officially 
announced by the British in An- 
kara is the latest development to 
get the prognosticators into action. 

To some it means that the Ninth 
and Tenth British armies and the 
large air and naval forces assem- 
bled in the Middle East are about 
to attack the Axis from Turkish 
bases. To others it means that the 
United Nations anticipate an Axis 
attack on Turkey. 

Others accept the British version 
as the true explanation of the bor- 
der closing, namely that it is mere- 
ly a means of preventing valuable 
military information from leaking 
across the frontier to points in 
Turkey from which Axis agents 
can relay it to Berlin. 


Safest Bets. 

That the Middle East will be- 
come a major theater of the war 
in the not too distant future and 
that Turkey will throw in its lot 
with the United Nations at some 
stage of the war are among the 
safest bets which can be made. 

Far more hazardous, however, 
are speculations as to the timing 
of these important events. Only 
a few people know the United Na- 
tions time table and if they talk 
about it at all they do so only 
for the purpose of confusing every- 
body. That the war of nerves now 
being waged by the United Nations 
has achieved the desired results is 
obvious. There is the greatest con- 
fusion as to what we are going to 
do, and when, in the minds of the 
people of the United Nations as 
well as in Berlin. This is as it 
should be in a victorious cam- 
paign.

rigorously censored Middle East- 
ern sources indicates that the 
United Nations forces are ready 
to take the initiative at the chosen 


counter measures the Axis may 
initiate. The dispatches indicate 
that Turkey is convinced the 
United Nations will win the war 
and wishes to protect Turkish in- 
terests by coming into the war at 
the appropriate moment. 

The discontinuance of German 
shipments of war materials and 
the request that Turkey withdraw 
its consul from the Aegean island 
of Mytilene a fortnight ago re- 
vealed Germany’s appreciation of 
the Turkish mood. Turkey’s recall 
of its Ambassador and Counsellor 
from Vichy, looks like clearing the 
decks for an eventual showdown 
with the Axis. 


But will Turkey come into the 
war and will our forces in the 
Middle East start the drive against 
the Rumanian oil fields and other 
strategic Axis positions before 
Sicily and Italy have been brought 
under’ United Nations control? 
Will we wish to take the initiative 
in the Middle East before there is 
sufficient darkness at night to per- 
mit simultaneous operations 
against the Axis in Norway, which 
would be Augyst at the earliest? 

Some very shrewd students of 
the war are inclined to believe 
that action in the Near East will 
not come until we are ready to en- 
gage the enemy simultaneously in 
several other places. To them the 
closing of the Syrian-Turkish fron- 
tier, accordingly, is not the start- 
ing gun. But, because they are 
shrewd students of the war, they 
close the door to no possibilities. 

Only the fellow who knows little 
about the war is brash enough to 
predict exactly where and when 
things are going to happen. 


of Allied Moves

URKEY has picked its win- 
T ner in the war. There no long- 

er can be any doubt that it 
has climbed down off the diplo- 
matic fence and decided the Unit- 
ed Nations are the best bet. 

This probably does not surprise 
either the Axis or the Allies, but 
just the same it is a blow to Ger- 
many, and it exposes one of the 
soft spots in the fortress of Eu- 
rope—the Balkans. 

Two years ago Turkey would 
not have dared treat the Axis with 
such chilling scorn as Premier 
Sukru Saracoglu did Tuesday. He 
expressed warm friendship for 
America, Britain and Russia, and 
their aims in the war. His re 
marks concerning Germany were 
tepid and restrained, to say the 
least. 

It has been evident for some time 
that the Allies held the whip hand 
in Turkey, and that Franz von 
Papen has failed utterly and com- 
pletely in another mission. But it 
was not an openly admitted fact. 
Now it is. 

Turkey hasn’t even voiced a 
teghnical protest over the closing 
of the Syrian border, a move 
which was said by British Em- 
baSsy sources in Ankara to be 
necessary to shield troop move- 
ments. 


Threat to Oil Supply. 

It is known that both Britain 
and America have great quantities 
of war materials and large armies 
in India: Not too far away. Might 
this be the source of a good part 
of the offensive power the United 
Nations seem to be massing in the 
Near East? 

This latest development in the 
global war is a definite threat to 
Germany's vital oil supply in Ru- 
mania, much more important than 
the support of Italy, and the un- 
certainty in Berlin should have 
doubled with the semi-official re- 
ports from Ankara that Rumania 
had put out peace feelers. Through 
a neutral diplomat it wanted to 
know what the attitude of the 
United Nations would be, should 
it withdraw from the war. Ger- 
many can hold such countries as 
Rumania only by force and by win- 
ning, which isn't the case just now. 

The Axis finally has had to swal- 
low a triple dose of its own medi- 
cine—propaganda. Berlin, Tokyo 
and Rome have needled the world 
with threats and rumors for years. 
It was a malicious and adroit sort 
of psychological warfare. 

Now it is the dictators who are 
wearing a shoe that pinches in so 
many places they can’t tell were it 
hurts the worst. Even the usually 
calm and deliberate Premier Hide- 
ki Tojo of Japan is upset, and no 
wonder. 

He told the Japanese Diet in 


Tokyo that the enemy (meaning 
the United Nations) was “mobiliz- 
ing all his resources for a counter- 
offensive.” Of course he meant 
against Japan. 

That was an angle which hasn’t 
even been suggested for the pres- 
ent moment by those directing the 
strategy of the United Nations. 
But there aren’t many others they 
have negiected. 


Confusing Rumors. 

Hints and second-hand rumors 
of an invasion of Europe, or of a 
Second Front, have been headline 
news for many weeks. Those who 
could actually say what was hap- 
pening were silent. 

Then the psychological attack 
against the Axis swung in the 
other direction. There wasn’t going 
to be any invasion in Europe this 
year, after all. 

The result has been that the 
German and Italian strategists— 
if the short wave broadcasts from 
those nations contain even a smat- 
tering of truth—have become so 
bewildered that they finally have 
had to resort to nothing more than 
wild guesses. It is a repetition of 
the North Africa pre-landing cam- 
paign on a grand scale, 

The gtrategy of the United Na- 
tions must be quite clear even. to 
the Axis. It is to confuse and”de- 
ceive, and then strike. That puts 
Germany in a tough spot. 

It is virtually committed to an 
offensive campaign in Russia, but 
it dare not move until sure what 
Britain and the United States are 
planning. 

Germany, right. now, is in the 
position of a man with many minor 
knife wounds. No single wound 
is important, but taken together 
they are sapping the strength and 
virility of the nation.

FTER the German break-

It is now the turn of the Ital- 
ians to find solace in the same 
wishful belief that history will re- 
peat itself. In Libya, Tunisia and 
the smaller islands of the Sicilian 
narrows they have suffered an- 
other Caporetto. Once again Italy 
faces invasion, although this time 
from, the south rather than the 
north. 

he atmosphere in Italy today,” 

the Lavoro Fascista ominous- 
ly but hopefully, “is the same as 
that of October, 1917, when the 
Austro-German armies on the 
banks of the Piave threatened to 
invade the whole country.” 

The implication is that just as 
Italy was spared then she will 
be spared now, that the latest 
Caporetto will be followed by an- 
other Piave. 

It is well to recall that while 
Caporetto was a tremendous defeat 
it was not an irremediable disas- 
ter. As Winston Churchill points 
out in “The World Crisis”: “The 
greatness of the Italian nation 
shone forth in an hour which re- 
called the morrow of Cannae. ‘De- 
featism’ withered in the flame of 
national resolve. Immense as had 
been the Italian losses, the war ef- 
fort of Italy was far greater from 
Caporetto onwards than in the 
early period of the war. Ruthless 
punishment restored the discipline 
of the armies; ardent reserves and 
volunteers refilled their ranks. But 
all this took time, and for several 
months the fate of Italy hung in 
the balance.”

Italy Had Time in 1917. ~ 

T was fortunate for Italy in 

1917 that she was vouchsafed 
time, time to rebuild her shattered 
armies, close her ranks, renew and 
redouble her efforts. But all the 
resolve in the world would not 
have helped her had the Allies not 
rushed reinforcements to the pen- 
insula and had the Central Powers 
made a determined effort to cap- 
italize the’ victory of Caporetto. 

But, as Churchill points out: “Lu- 
dendorff was nursing other plans, 
larger, more ambitious and as it 
turned out fatal to his country. 
Already the vast design of the Ger- 
man offensive in 1918 had gripped 
his mind, Italy was but a ‘side- 
show.’” 

Where the situation today dif- 
fers radically from what it was in 
1917 is first in the circumstance 
that Germany was only a limited 
force she can divert to Italy. That 
is particularly true of the all-im- 
portant factor of air power. 

Secondly, the Allies are not only 
in a position to capitalize their vic- 
tories in Tunisia and the islands 
but, as the round the clock bom- 
bardment of Sicily suggests, give 
every indication of doing so. And, 
thirdly, it is questionable whether 
the-attempt now being made in 
Italy to achieve strength through 
fear and desperation will succeed.

“Ripe for Collapse.” 

N a remarkable document which 

re-enacts the intensity of the 
Italian alarm over the trend of 
events, the steering committee of 
the Fascist party has called upon 
Premier Mussolini to “get tough.” 

It is clear that the Black Shirts 
are not in the least reconciled to 
the loss of their jobs, their pre- 
rogatives, their power—in some 
cases their very lives—which is 
what the defeat of Italy would 
mean to them. 

For 20 years they have lived 
on the fat of the land. Now they 
see e edifice which they have 
helped erect crumbling about them. 
They do not propose to give up 
without fighting. So they are de- 
manding “the honor of assuming 
the entire responsibility for the de- 
fense of the country.” 

More specifically the Black 
Shirts are insistent that Musso- 
lini clean house, that he get rid 
of black markets, enforce disci- 
pline among industrial workers, re- 
press speculation, curb the power 
of the bureaucrats, enforce the 
laws regarding compulsory labor 
and combat all attempts “against 
the Italian people’s moral a&nd ma- 
terial resistance to the enemy.” 

What, in essence, these Black 
Shirt die-hards are asking is that 
the Fascist leopard change its 
spots. 

From the march on Rome to the 
present the Fascist regime in Haly 
has been a system in which graft 
and corruption have flourished 
like a green bay tree—corruption 
in business, in the air force, the 
Army, the Navy, the universities, 
the press. So today, on the eve 
of its greatest test Fascist Italy 
is rotten ripe for collapse. 

The party leaders have now seen 
the light. They want the Augean

ERE’S a good lesson in not be- 
Hiteving everything you hear, Up 

in North Africa last winter 
there was a report from people 
who should know that more than 
50 per cent of otrr troops in tropical 
Africa were down with malaria. We 
just accepted it as true. 


But when I went to Central 
Africa I found that malaria among 
our soldiers was less than 1 per 
cent! And dysentery is even lower. 

The false rumor was based on 
one single detachment of troops. 
They were the first to hit Africa 
last spring, they were in an in- 
fested jungle, they were without 
mosquito nets for the first four 
days, and practically the whole 
camp came down with malaria. 
The percentage was actually 
greater than the rumored 50, in 
that one case, 

But that was soon over, and to- 
day that place is as healthy as 
any other. And nowhere else have 
we ever had ‘a serious run of the 
fever. 

Actually, the general health of 
our troops in the tropics is better 
than in the average camp at home, 
Army doctors say. It’s because we 
exercise such extraordinarily care- 
ful protection over our men’s 
health. You can’t travel around 
Central Africa without feeling a 
tremendous pride in the Army’s 


medical and sanitary corps.

rica—a place so deep that it 

takes days of flying to _ get 
there. Right from our camp you 
can hear the throb of tom-toms 
all over the country at night.

Growers Given Little for Crops, Which Are 
Shipped to U. S. — American Farm and 
Industrial Machinery and Rail Equipment 
Not Yet Forthcoming.

CUERNAVACA, Mexico, June 17. 
LTHOUGH you'll never hear it from the speaker’s platform, any 
Mexican will tell you privately it’s tough to be an ally. But, 
nevertheless, Mexico is still our ally and still grimly pro-United 
* 


There is hunger in Mexico today because of the war, although you 
Mexicans have sent to the United 


States staples from their own spare larder, shoes from their own feet 
and, oddly, even the tablecloths from their own tables. This in addi- 
tion to vast quantities of things they never used, anyway, like the 
riches from 2000 mines that are mostly foreign owned. 


American and Mexican buyers 
here have at times combined, in 
“good neighborly” fellowship to 
extort henequen, coffee and 
bananas from the farmers at ori- 
entally low prices, 


Those who dreamed in Ciro’s 
bar that “American gold is lining 
the pockets of the Mexican work- 
men” might try a trip to Coatepec, 
near Vera Cruz, where the finest 
coffee is grown, and where a polite 
but savage combination has agreed 
to pay the raisers no more than 
16 centavos a kilo—or a cent and 
a half a pound American, 

The same observers might try 
explaining their findings to the 
Mexican worker in Mexico City, 
who makes from 35 to 60 cents 
a day in American money. They 
might tell him how to face the 
high cost of living, which is a 
great deal more disturbing here 
than it is in the United States. 

Strikes and unrest in utilities 
plants, rayon and sugar mills 
have driven some wages up 10 per 
cent. But 10 per cent is not much 
where living standards in most 
sections compare with China, In- 
dia and Japan. 


Early Enthusiasm Gone. 

Mexico has lost its early war 
enthusiasm. Its civilian defense 
home guard has dwindled in the 
last few months from. over 
2,500,000 men to almost nothing. 
It’s a great Sunday now when 50 
men arrive at the field where 
1000 used to drill. 

Under War Minister Lazaro Car- 


denas, Mexicc has modernized its 
army with the help of Cuban and 
United States army officers, at 
least to the extent of learning to 
shoot the few field pieces sent 
them, and to drive the* few tanks 
and jeeps on hand. A class of 5000 
18-year-olds has been drafted, and 
another of the same size will be 
drafted as soon as there are camp 
facilities for them. 


There is a large aviation school 
for cadets in Monterrey, but for 
weeks at a time, over most of 
Mexico, the only display of aerial 
power is the appearance of three 
planes working in unison, flown 
by men who really know how. Of 


course, this doesn’t include the 
Acapulco plane or the Pan-Amer- 
ican Clipper, 


The Agriculture Ministry said 
there was plenty of rice. But when 
a panic seemed imminent the Gov- 
ernment bought back 30,000 tons of 
rice from Americans at the border, 
and saved an ugly situation. 

Especially during the war does 
Mexico need new farm imple- 
ments, techniques and irrigation 
development. More than 70 per 
cent of Mexico’s 18 million people 
work on the land. Because of 
deserts, mountains, jungles and 
rocky pastures, only 7.5 per cent 
of the country’s 491 million acres 
are open to cultivation. And 80 
per cent of this fragment depends 
on seasonal] rains. This year the

necessary to look into the affairs of that company and dis- 
covered, among other things, that the President of the com- 
pany who also was a director, had no stock of the company 
in his own name, and that he was not legally qualified to sit 
on the Board of Directors. He was unaware that this was 
the case and when the matter was drawn to his attention 
immediately took steps to rectify the situation. The fact that 
he had served as director for some years without being legally 
qualified to do so created doubt as to the validity of the

The only moral, if there is a moral to be drawn from this

Congressional Tax Policy. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE President has signed the pay- 

as-you-go tax bill, with its incidental 
eancellation of 75 per cent of one year’s 
income taxes. At the same time he has 
renewed his request for 16 billion dollars 
in additional revenue this year. Itis a 
matter of purely academic interest that 
this request was before Congress 
throughout the recent debate which cul- 
minated in cancellation of nearly one- 
half the amount of revenue sought by 
Mr. Roosevelt. The announced reason 
of this action has been widely publi- 
cized: payment of two years’ taxes at 
once would be too great a strain on the 
individual taxpayer. 

How, then, does Congress propose to 
Yraise the additional revenue? Senator 
George, whose views are representative 
of current congressional] tax sentiment, 
recently stated that corporate taxation 
has reached its ceiling, and expressed 
a disinclination to increase individual 
income tax rates. At the same time, he 
fired a tentative shot for a Federal sales 
tax, which is the average Congressman’s 
tax panacea. 

Being a tax on expenditures rather 
than on earnings or receipts, the sales 
tax hits with pious impartiality all who 
must live, regardless of whether they 
have received a slice of the wartime 
- prosperity melon. Thus, the taxpayer 
who has just had 75 per cent of one 
year’s income tax canceled must make 
up that amount through a sales tax, 
and persons with substandard incomes 
must share the burden in order to make 
up the canceled tax of those Whose in- 
come is far greater than their expendi- 
tures. 

Individuals with average and below 
average incomes'stand to lose when this 
tax shift is completed, but its logical 
necessity is crystal clear to Congress- 
men. 

A different aspect is presented by the 
Wagner-Murray bill to expand and ex- 
tend social security benefits, with corre- 
spondingly increased payroll taxes pro- 
portional to individual earnings. Not 
only would excess purchasing power be 
absorbed now, from workers in war in- 
dustries, but the taxpayer would receive 
postwar benefits therefor. 

However, the attitude of Congress to- 
ward such constructive taxation is evi- 
denced by the action of the coalition, 
headed by Senator Vandenburg, in kill- 
ing the 1 per cent increase in payroll 
taxes scheduled for 1942 under the exist- 
ing Social Security Law, and by the 
statement of Edward A. Harris in Sun- 
day's Post-Dispatch that leaders of the 
eonservative coalition in Congress “can- 
not see how they can get to” the Dill 
this year. Of such stuff is the con- 
gressional tax policy made. J. T.

of the war when the United Nations could speak so 
persuasively to the people of Hitlerite Germany, or 
when they stood so good a chance that a fair state- 
ment might be heard receptively. 

The world has reached now a breathless moment. 
History itself 
waits on the events that are to come. It is an hour 
of great decision, and for none more than for the 
people of Germany. 

For all of them, except those who will not see, it 
is a day of desperation. It has become plain that 
nothing short »f miracle piled on miracle could 
enable Germany to win the war. 

It is plain also that the United Nations, to reach 
by military force the victory that is implicit in the 
trend of conflict, wim have to suffer so many dead 
and wounded that the running battle for Prison 
Europe will. #f fought to a finish, become the most 
tragic holocaust in the black history of war. 

The people of Germany may choose that course. 
If they do, they are likely to make also a choice 
that tempts all who are cornered and desperately 
unequal to the battle—the choice of throwing all 
honor to the four winds, of fighting with fang and 
claw, like a beast. President Roosevelt has recog- 
nized this possibility by warning Axis nations that 
we are aware of their preparations to use poison 
gas and that, if they resort to outlaw warfare, they 
will have adequate cause to repent of it. 

The German people may take, on the other hand, 
the decision which.Prime Minister Churchill sug- 
gested in his recent speech to the House of 
Commons when he said: “The sudden collapse (in 
Tunisia) of these great numbers of brave and skill- 
ful fighting men, with every form of excellent equip- 
ment, must be regarded as significant, and in a 
sense characteristic of the German psychology, which 
was shown after Jena and also at the very end of 
the last war. Though this fact should certainly be 
noted and weighed, no undue expectations should 
be based upon it. We are prepared to win this war 
by hard fighting and if necessary by hard fighting 
alone.” 

And, speaking of the Germans’ hope that their 
submarines would win the war: “If it should be 
made clear that this hope hag failed them, they may 
‘be seriously disappointed, and they are a people 
who when seriously disappointed do not always find 
resources to confront approaching disaster once their 
reason tells them it is inevitable.” 

In other words, the people of Germany, in this 
hour of their desperate decision, should listen to 
reason. If they choose, instead, the very extremity 
of evil, they may prepare their souls to endure a 
peace that will be immeasurably less to their liking 
than a peace that could follow if the war should end 
now without this ultimate act of European invasion. 

The United Nations would gain much by enuncliat- 
ing clearly and understandably what the German 
citizen could expect from an immediate end to the 
war—not high-flown abstractions, but down-to-earth 
details of national and individual life. 
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CREDIT CONTROL—GUARD AGAINST FOLLY. 

Sidney R. Baer, vice-president and treasurer of 
Stix, Baer & Fuller, told the National Retail Credit 
Association yesterday that credit control was neces- 
sary and could never have been achieved if the Fed- 
eral Government had not undertaken it. Restric- 
tions may have to be maintained immediately after 
the war to put a brake on inflation; and when nor- 
mal times return, retailers ought to abandon the 
prewar emphasis on terms rather than merchandise, 
the department store executive declared. 

Mr. Baer’s opinion will not be shared by some 
credit men for, as he himself noted, there are those 
who resent Government control as taking away “a 
freedom and a responsibility that should be theirs.” 
There is a wonderful temptation to overlook the 
perils of lax credit when it is selling goods, as it 
did for several years up to 1930. 

Contrariwise, it is easy to forget, and quickly, the 
painful results, such as were experienced in the 
decade of depression, when the Great American Cus- 
tomer, having overpurchased and overpledged his 
future, fetched up sharply against the day of paying 
off. Not only credit managers, but customers also, 
have cause to thank the Government for protecting 
them against repetition of their own folly. 
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A HEATLESS WINTER AHEAD? 

Many persons in St. Louis are running grave 
risks of being without fuel next winter, reports 
James L. Ford Jr., chairman of the Smoke Elimina- 
tion Committee, in commenting on the annual fre- 
port of Smoke Commissioner Boyles. He says: 


There is involved, in the solution of the smoke 
problem, the necessity of securing an ample sup- 
ply of smokeless fuel and of stoker fuel. ... 
Figures just received from the railroads showing 
shipments of smokeless -fuel, and figures ob- 
tained from the dealers as to the movement of 
that fuel to the bins of the @onsumer, are not 
encouraging. 

In the months of April and May this year, 
there were shipped to the St. Louis district 

- 192,889 tons of smokeless fuel. This is opposed 
to 206,675 shipped here last year during the 
same two months. In addition to this, a much 
larger percentage of the fuel, due to lack of 
orders from consumers, has remained in the 
yards of the dealers than was true last year. 
This, if continued, is a very dangerous situa- 
tion and means that our people are facing grave 
trouble this coming winter if they do not imme- 
diately buy their fuel....JZ am not exaggerat- 
ing the necessity for immediate action. 


It is difficult to understand this apathy. Per- 
haps some householders are not buying coal be- 
cause they feel uncertain about the future. Some, 
for instance, are expecting to be called to the colors. 
Others face business uncertainties. But, in the ag- 
gregate, the number of these is small. 

The apathy may also come from those who have 
been attracted to the city by its war industries, 
those who have never spent a winter in St. Louis 
and who are unfamiliar with the smoke situation. 
However, just about everything possible has been 
done to bring to their attention the necessity for 
action. Now-is the time for them to show that 
they mean to be good citizens of the community, 
good neighbors who do their bit to keep it livable. 

If, perhaps, there are those who feel that the 
smoke ordinance will be relaxed and that it may 
be possible to buy dirt-cheap IlTinois coal next win- 
ter, let them be warned, Today it is harder to get 
Illinois coal to St. Louls than almost any other 
kind. Illinois output is at a high level and the coal 


is being taken, largely by industrial users, almost’ 


as quickly as it comes out of the mines. 

No, it is not merely a matter of getting smokeless 
fuel and stoker coal into St. Louis for the continua- 
tion of the benefits of smoke elimination. It is a 
matter, today, of getting coal into the city to keep 
us warm next winter, Today it is possible to order

possible to get any kind of coal in sufficient quan- 
tity—no matter at what price. And prices are go- 
ing ap. 
| It is time to snap.out of this apathy, this iethargy, 
this preoccupation with other things. It is an easy 
matter to place an order for a bin-full of coal now, 
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A LABOR UNION’S HOUSE-CLEANING. 

At a time when the doings of John L. Lewis are 
tending to discredit organized labor in general, it is 
reassuring to find a union taking drastic steps to 
correct conditions that have caused public criticism. 

Such an action is the suspension of 11 officers of 
the local AFL Hodcarriers’, Building and Common 
Laborers’ Union for violating the organization’s con- 
stitution in handling its affairs in St. Louls. This 
verdict, handed down after a trial by the General 
Executive Board of the international unjon, bars the 
men from office or position in the union, and even 
from attending meetings, for 10 years. In addition, 
three trustees of the union were suspended “without 
prejudice.” 

This step is a sequel to the disclosures about the 


local’s financial tangle which came to light almost { 


two years ago when charges of embezzling $151,000 
of union funds were filed against four officers. The 
international immediately sent a representative to 
take charge of the local and assist in straightening 
out its affains. Two of the officers—Edward J. Hill, 
president, and Orville Golden, secretary-treasurer— 
have been tried and convicted in Circuit Court. A 
third—Earl Jenkins, business agent—was acquitted 
by a fantastic jury decision. Another business 
agent, Paul Hulahan, is still awaiting trial. 

Disclosures in audits and at the three trials 
showed loose and irresponsible handling of the 
union’s funds. The members were deliberately de- 
ceived as to its financial status, witnesses said, and 
did not know what happened to the thousands of 
dollars they paid in dues. 

To avert such scandals as this, and to inform their 
members and the public, semi-annual financial re- 
ports are issued by the country’s two largest unions, 
the CIO United Automobile Workers and United 
Steelworkers, as well as by other unions, This is 
done voluntarily, but there has been considerable 
public demand for @ law to require such financial 
reports from all unions. A provision of this kind 
was included in the original Smith-Connally bill, 
now on the President’s desk after passage by Con- 
gress. Oddly enough, the clause was taken out in 
conference, although considerably more stringent 
provisions were retained, 

There is a good possibility that the Hodcarriers’ 
Union scandal would never have occurred had its 
officers been obliged to make regular financial 
statements. After all, secrecy is the best sort of 
protection for the chiseler and the racketeer; the 
white light of publicity is what he fears and hates. 

Though it was dropped out of the present anti- 
strike bill, Congress can still enact a law requiring 
financial statements by unions, It will be no hard- 
ship on honest unions, and it will be a great help 
in rescuing the minority of labor organizations that 
fall into the clutches of racketeers.

A TIMELY VETO. 

The New Hampshire Legislature recently passed 
by a large majority a bill requiring school children 
to salute the flag under penalty of expulsion. Only 
a few days ago, Gov. Robert O. Blood vetoed the 
bill, after the State’s Attorney-General had advised 
him that such statutes would probably be held 
unconstitutional. 

Now that the Supreme Court of the United States 
has reversed itself and confirmed the New Hamp- 
shire official's prediction, he should get credit for a 
snappy assist to the Governor's putout. 
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WHY NOT LAUNDRY RATIONING? 

Laundry service has become critically inadequate 
in many cities, and every evidence is that it will 
become more so as time goes on. The Army and 
Navy have taken over the services of entire latn- 
dries in many places. Thousands of women have 
gone from housework to war work—with a result- 
ant increase in the demands upon commercial laun- 
dries. Meanwhile, laundries are having a hard time 
getting labor; machinery, replacement parts—and 
in two months 100 of them have suspended opera- 
tions. 

It is very easy to say that laundry service is a 
luxury, not a necessity—that in times like these peo- 
ple should do their own washing. Easy, but not 
necessarily true. Many women who are in full-time 
or part-time war work will not be able to continue 
these duties if, in addition to all their other re- 
sponsibilities, they have to do the family laundry. 
Furthermore, as the time for doing a bundle of 
laundry is lengthened—and in some cities it is al- 
ready three weeks—won’'t families accustomed to 
one-week laundry service buy more sheets, more 
shirts, more towels to tide them over the longer 
period? 

A Cleveland laundry has established a limit of 
three shirts a week to a customer, and it looks like 
a worthwhile and workable plan. Instead of sit- 
ting by and letting this public utility go to pieces, 
why can’t the laundries themselves, possibly through 
their trade associations, set up and operate a ra- 
tioning syNem? ‘We do not need to rely upon the 
Government for everything that needs to be done, 
and here is something business men can do for the 
public and for themselves, 
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A MOVE FOR SOVIET-AMERICAN UNITY. 


In the belief that the war and our future 
relations with Rusbia have made a thorough 
knowledge and understanding of that country 
an essential part of American educational ex- 
perience, Cornell University is offering a com- 
prehensive and integrated study of the civiliza- 
tion of the Soviet Union. 


That is the opening sentence of the prospectus 
with which one of this country’s outstanding uni- 
versities introduces its new program for helping 
bring to Americans a better grasp of the facts about 
their fighting Russian ally.

These will be 
given by American, British and Russian authori- 
ties in the various fields, men who have lived in the 
Soviet Union and know its institutions .at first- 
hand.

Present day-and-night bombing attacks on Germans are far more 
severe and prolonged than Nazi raids on England three years ago, 
speaker says; increasing drive may stiffen enemy’s resolution at first, 
but continuation is designed to smash his war-making resources.

NE of the chief differences between 
0 the present Allied bombing offensive 

against Germany and the earlier Ger- 
man offensive against Britain is that all 
possibilities of air attack are now being 
used, whereas the enemy only used half of 
them, 

By day and by night, with small, fast 
machines and big, heavy ones, the Allies 
are attacking. Germany started her 1940 
offensive only by day and used only one 
class of machine, what we should now call 
the medium bomber. When she found that 
the day attack was not working, she 
stopped it and tried the night attack, Most 
of the bombing was still done with medium- 
sized twin-engine machines. Right at the 
end, when the German air force was find- 
ing the strain too much, it switched to 
fighter bombers, 


All-Out Attack by Allies. 


At no time during the enemy’s air of- 
fensive was there a comprehensive attack, 
going on day and night and employing a 
full scale of bomb-carrying machines, The 
very fact that the present Allied attack is 


the first continuous and comprehensive: 


attack ever made, the first one using night 
and day, heavy, medium and light bombing 
collectively, is a reason for hoping that its 
results will be extremely important. 


It has often been said, and I notice that 
Axis-minded: people are busy saying it just 
now, that strategical bombing merely stif- 
fens the will to resist. It is true that in 
Britain the people got more and more 
furiously obstinate the more they were 
bombed. | 

The same effect is noticeable in other 
kinds of attack. Well-trained infantrymen 
display more stubborn resistance as the 
forces turning against them become more 
powerful. That increase of resistance with 
increase of weight of attack is, I think, 
usually the first phase of a battle. We 
must expect, therefore, that the first reac- 
tion of the enemy to the present bombing 
will be a stiffened resolution to carry on. 


Destroying War Resources. 


Nobody has ever supposed that the Ger- 
mans would be easily overcome and, al- 
though the power of the bombing offensive 
has grown enormously, there is nothing 
to suggest that it has broken the German 
will to make war to the limit. It might 
quite well be that, at this moment, it is 
augmenting rather than decreasing psycho- 
logical resistance in Germany. But at the 
same time, it is undermining the power of 
resistance. That is proved every day. Ger- 
many’s war-making resources are being 
progressively destroyed. 


The last few days‘*of the Tunisian cam- 
paign showed that when the Germans and 
Italians find their material resources de- 
pleted beyond a certain point, their psy- 
chological resistance, their will to resist, 
suddenly collapses. 


The present bombing offensive is a much 
greater thing than any air offensive ever 
staged by the Axis., It is not expected to 
produce an immediate collapse of Germany 
all on its own. But it is so planned that it 
can be continued, with rising intensity, 
until tactical operations are started, 


The commander-in-chief of Bomber Com- 
mand announced at the time of the 2000-ton 
Dortmund raid that the first 100,000 tons of 
bombs had been delivered by the Royal Air 


Force, That is a tremendous achievement 
when it is recalled that during the first 
year of the war, and longer, we were with- 
out the aircraft to deliver really big 
weights of bombs, 


In some of the biggest raids a year ago, 
delivery of each 100 tons of bombs cost us 
two or more aircraft. Today in a big raid, 
the delivery of each 100 tong ugually costs 
less than one and a half machines. These 
figures are merely generalizations, of 
course, but I put them forward to show 
that the efficiency of R. A. F. bomb deliv- 
ery has been increasing. 


It is true that there is a much higher 
proportion of four-engine aircraft now than 
then. But the crew of a four-engine ma- 
chine is not twice the size of the crew of 
a twin-engine machine. Nor is a four- 
engine machine anything like double as 
costly in man-hours of manufacture ag a 
twin-engine machine. 


So, however you look at it, there does 
appear to have been an improvement in 
delivery efficiency, and that in spite of the 
most desperate efforts on the part of the 
Germans to improve their defenses, 


Offensive Is Still Increasing. 


The Germans have realized how vitally 
important it is for them to ward off the 
yet heavier attacks now on their way. They 
are putting all their skill into producing 
good night defenses. They are adopting 
some of our ideas—balloons, for instance. 
Yet our attacks steadily rise in weight of 
bombs delivered, in accuracy, in concentra- 
tion and in continuity. 


But our bomber captains and crews are 
beating down the best defenses the enemy 
can muster. They skim the ground at high 
speed, like the Mosquito men on May 27, 
when they penetrated 550 miles into Ger- 
many. Or they go in waves, as they did 
in the great attack on Essen, when the 
anti-aircraft fire reached an intensity never 
previously recorded. Or they charge 
through fighter screens at a great height, 
as the Americans do. 


By day and by night, at high levels and 
low levels, fast and light, or slow and 
heavy, the Allied aircraft are engaged on 
bombing attacks that, if they can be stepped 
up to a sufficient intensity, will end bomb- 
ing attacks. 

It is a logical assumption that there must 
be a pitch of bombing intensity which will 
break the best enemy defenses. It has be- 
come abundantly plain that the bombing 
offensive now in progress is not designed 
simply to harass the enemy, but is part 
of a much larger scheme designed to break 
him,

Stefansson Gets Last Laugh 
As Authority on the Arctic 


“The Friendly Arctic: The Story of Five Years 
in Polar Regions,”” by Vilhjalmur Stefanssca. 
(Macmillan Co., New York.) 

ROBABLY the best of Vilhjalmur Stef- 
ansson’s many books, “The Friendly 

Arctic” is fittingly reprinted, with addition 

of new material, by the publisher whose 

imprimatur launched it 22 years ago. 

In 1921, its author was well established 
in the field he now virtually dominates, 
He had been on two archeological voyages 
to Iceland (1904 and 1905); he had spent 
1906-07 as ethnologist of the Leffingwell- 
Mikkelsen expedition, on Alaska’s North- 
ern coast and at the mouth of the Macken- 
zie River; in 1908-12, he led an expedition 
which discovered certain Eskimo groups 
and visited others who had not seen white 
men for 650 years; in 1913-18, he , headed 
an arctic expedition financed by the Cana- 
dian Government. By 1921, when he was 
42, he had explored vast regions no of 
Canada and Alaska, living exclusively by 
hunting; he had discovered new land and 
had established the revolutionary convic- 
tions finally superbly uttered in this book, 

+ e eo 


When Stefansson published his faith in 
the Arctic’s immense potentialities and liv- 
ability, he was hooted and hurrahed. As 
late as 1927, Roald Amundsen, discoverer 
of the South Pole and of the Northwest 
and Northeast passages, referred to Stef- 
ansson’s work as “harmful and dangerous 
nonsense, a dangerous distortion of the real 
con@tions.” Others of equal eminence 


} thought much the same. 


But Stefansson had powerful friends, too, 
among them Admiral Robert E. Peary, 
Gen. Adolphus W. Greely and Dr. Isaiah 
Bowman. And today, as this reviewer 
pointed out in discussing Stefansson’s 
“Greenland” (Post-Dispatch, Jan. 20, 1943), 
the man who was once laughed at by half 
the exploring fraternity enjoys the ex- 
quisite pleasure of him who laughs last. 

“The Friendly Arctic” kept dispute alive 
for 20 years by its provocative title. The 
question whether animal and plant life in 
the Arctic Sea becomes less and less as 
one goes north, and whether the quantity 
of it at the North Pole is zero, negligible, 
moderate or abundant, was continuously 
active until dramatically answered in 1937 
by the Soviet Arctic Expedition led by Ivan 
Papanin. The Papanin report corroborated 
Stefansson in almost every detail and 
proved him both historian and prophet. 


Stefansson’s story emphasizes the fre 
quent disparity between progress in knowl 
edge and the progress of general public 
knowledge. “You can still get oh’s and 
ah’s,” he observes, “by saying that wheat 
ripens in the Arctic, and that five or more 
of our states have colder wintertime rec- 
ords than Point Barrow, at the north tip 
of Alaska. But, of course, the North is 
Only one case of the general principle that 
man finds it easier to change the face of 
nature than to change his own mind.” 

Now that “there is practically nothing 
left to argue about” ‘(long ago, in 1922, he 
was looking ahead to the Arctic as the air 
route of the future), Stefansson fears that 
the Coming-of-Age edition of “The Friendly 
Arctic” will sell small. It should not. - 

A huge book (812 pages), it treats a 
massive subject memorably. Issued now 
with a new preface, a new index and a new 
chapter (in which Stefansson points out 
that, while Canada pondered the Arctic 
and its possibilities, the Russians acted), it 
will interest old readers anew and, it is to 
be hoped, will cause new readers to go for 
it in a way to insure its honorable promi- 
nence for further decades.

COULD SPOIL PEACE

ence as American financial ad- 

viser to Poland, Representative 
Charles Dewey of Illinois opines 
that “most certainly we should not 
permit the use of the American 
taxpayers’ money to further social 
theories and experiments of power- 
hungry individuals in the stricken 
countries.” 

Maybe not. But before the war 
we permitted the use of American 
investors’ money to further the in- 
credible social theories of Musso- 
lini in Italy (loans by Morgan), of 
the racketeering Fascist theories 
of Pilsudski and Beck of Poland, 
and of the murderous Nazi theo- 
ries of Hitler (by loans made to 
his republican predecessors but 
continuously renewed to the Nazis 
under the so-called = stand-still 
agreements). 

And tomorrow we may do worse: 
namely, permit the use of Amer- 
ican investors’ money to influence 
the peace settlement in a way fa- 
vorable to the accomplices of the 
very groups we are fighting.

Far More Danger. 
HE instrument for this exists 
in the international cartel. Sen- 


ator Bone of Washington goes so 
far as to state: “It would do little 
good to beat the Nazis if we per- 
mit the continuance of a vast, 
world-wide cartel system which 
would enthrone a new type of eco- 


nomic feudalism.” 

Here lies far more danger than 
the one Congressman Dewey sees. 
For, Congressmen, the government 
you serve represents the people of 
the United States, and the private 
companies emphatically do not. 

International cartels are largely 
a German invention, the professed 
aim of which is to share patents, 
divide markets, eliminate competi- 
tion. By a system of partnership 
between the German state and the 
German companies, the latter usu- 
ally get the better of their foreign 
associates—as when they induced 
us to limit the output of mag- 
nesium and synthetic rubber in ex- 
change for dubious favors. 

When they participate in inter- 
mational cartels, American compa- 
mies acquire a vested interest in 
foreign set-ups. They tie them- 
selves up in personal friendships, 
in patent pools, in royalty con- 
tracts of various types. American 
cartel representatives abroad tend 
to exercise a harmful interest at 
home. American business men in 
Germany believed in Germans like 
Schacht and Thyssen who said 
Hitler was harmiess. and would 
make no war, and passed on this 
deception to their countrymen. 
They were easy subjects for Ger- 
man “buttering.” They continued 
to do business with Nazis regard- 
less of the latter's crimes as long 
as it remained legal to do so; and 
some continued afterwards. In 
Ambassador Dodd's Diaries you 
may read how that poor man en- 
deavored to check the selling of 
airplanes to Hitler and failed. 

During the American neutrality 
period, American companies blithe- 
ly continued supplying countries 
that most Americans already re- 
garded as enemies.

| Unpleasant Rumors. 
HEN the European war start- 
ed, the heads of the carteled 
companies got together 


make money, how to renew the 
contract and patent arrangements 
after the war, above all how to 
prevent the rupture of the cartel 
structure. When the Department 
of Justice subpenaed documents 
and only then, Americans learned 
that the understandings between 
I .G. Farben and Standard Oil of 
New Jersey had been suspended 
for the duration but not terminat- 
ed. The community of interests 
was expected to continue. Evil 
tongues allege that American cor- 
poration lawyers can still meet and 
talk with German business men in 
Switzerland or Holland. There are 
unpleasant rumors that frightened 
Germans are already beginning to 
dump their German stocks in neu- 
tral countries, and tha., through 
third parties, some Americans aré 
buying them up, thus acquiring a 
stake in the future of the Father- 
land. 

Let us assume that American 
cartel links to German companies 
have not been broken, merely sus- 
pended for the duration. Let us 
suppose that American statesmen 
desired that the German war in- 
dustries should be permanently di- 
minished or destroyed; that the 
captive peoples should be allowed 
to replenish machinery the -Ger- 
mans had stolen or destroyed from 
German factories; would not these 
intentions be opposed by strong 
American companies particularly if 
their directors were linked by 
bonds of friendship as well as fi- 
nance with German directors? 

* . > 
Influence on Peace. 
OULD not a vast American 
commercial lobby develop to 
protect American holdings abroad, 
backed by pathetic appeals to 
“European stability,” “saving Ger- 
many from bolshevism” and “pity 
for innocent German babies”? It 
is almost certain that it would. 

If the peace settlement is to be 

just and lasting, individuals and 
companies with financial stakes in 
enemy countries must be excluded 
from a voice in it. A useful way 
to begin would be to make Amer- 
ican participation in international 
cartels illegal by ‘legislation, now 
while we still understand the dan- 
ger. This might or might not be 
commercially advantageous; the 
political benefit would far out- 
weigh any economic harm. 
Or, if we must have internation- 
al cartels, then we shall need an 
international authority to keep 
them in order, just as national 
trusts are regulated or prevented 
by the national government. 

So far the cartel-hungry Amer- 
ican industries seem to be  win- 
ning. It was their apparent suc- 
cess that helped drive trust-buster 
Thurman Arnold out of the De- 
partment of Justice. It was of this 
cartel octopus that Senator Bone 
was thinking when he wrote: “Cer- 
tainly the peoples do not want to 
face an international invisible gOv- 
ernment when the tragedy of war 
comes to an end.” 

They do not. They can rule out 
the international cartel if they 
open their eyes to the danger it 


incorporates.

Nicholas Afonsky, creator of the 


comic strip, “Little Annie Rooney,” 
died of a heart attack in his sleep 
Tuesday night.

A native of Lithuania, Afonsky, 
son of an Imperial Russian Army 
officer, was wounded five times 
while serving with the Im_-erial 
Army in World War I. 

He came to America in 1923, 
worked with the McClure syndi- 
cate and the “Daily Mirror,” join- 
ing the King Features Syndicate 
with his strip in 1933.

ARCHITECT -EXPLAINS 
NEW BUILDING CODE 


Proposal, to Go to Aldermen 
in Fall, Wceuld Liberalize 
Downtown Construction. 


The proposed revised building 
code for the city, recently com- 
pleted after six years of work, 
contains provisions to liberalize 
building restrictions in the down- 
town business area, 
gardt, chairman of the code steer- 
ing committee, said yesterday. 

Mullgardt, an architect, told 
members of the Chamber of Com- 


merce Construction Industries 
Committee meeting at Hotel. De- 
Soto, that the effect of the pro- 
visions would be to “eliminate 
penalizing builders in the down- 
town district.” ; 

Whereas the present code per- 
mits only buildings of the first 
class in the area bounded by Wash- 
ington avenue, Market street, 
Twelfth boulevard and the Mis- 
sissippi River, thé proposed new 
code would permit structures of 
the first, second, third and fourth 
classes, with certain restrictions as 
set forth in the code. 

Classes of Buildings. 
Mullgardt said first class build- 
ings are 100 per cent fireproof; 
second class buildings are  fire- 
proof but limited in height; third 
class structures are of slow com- 
bustion construction; and fourth 
class buildings are of wooden joist 
construction. 

The restrictions on lower class 
buildings would include _installa- 
tion of sprinkler. systems and fire- 
proof partitions, but would permit 
a generally more economical struc- 
ture, Mullgardt said, 
He said the code also contained 
provisions to eliminate frame 
structures anywhere within the 
city limits, except small buildings 
such as private garages. At pres- 
ent, frame structures are permit- 
ted in the outlying sections of the 
city. 

Provisions of New Code. 
The proposed code also incor- 
porates provisions for faster, safer, 
and more economical building, and 
includes regulations for the use of 
glass bricks, welded steel, and air- 
conditioning equipment. It pro- 
vides also that fire escapes on new 
buildings be inclosed in smoke- 
proof shafts, and sets up a new 
basis for determining the cost of 
building permits. 
The committee voted unanimous- 
ly for a resolution proposed by 
William C. B. Sodemann, president 
of the Sodemann Heat & Power 
Co., that the code be indorsed in 
principle. 

The 1895-page propasal has been 
presented to Mayor William Dee 
Becker and will be brought before 
the Board of Alderman in the fall.

DR. ALBERT B. HARI 
DIES; NOTED HISTORIAN 


Harvard Professor Was 
Authority on George 
Washington. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass. June 17 
(AP).—Harvard University today 
mourned one of its foremost edu- 
cators—Dr. Albert Bushnell Hart, 
historian, forecaster of world 
events and authority on George 
Washington. 

A familiar figure, with flowing 
white beard and long black coat, 
as he strode briskly across the 
Harvard yard, he was known af- 
fectionately as “Bushy” to the 
thousands of students he taught in 
almost a half century of active 
service at Harvard. 

Dr. Hart died yesterday at the 
age of 88. Although he retired in 
1926 as chairman of the univer- 
sity’s department of government, 
he maintained quarters atop 
Widener Library. He had written 
approximately 250 books, alone and 
with collaborators. 

In 1916 he predicted the entry 
of the United States into World 
War I; in March, 1938, he declared 
that Germany would annex Poland 
and Czecho-Slovakia “perhaps 
within four weeks.” and on his 
eighty-sixth birthday, July 1, 1940, 
he said the Germans wuld invade 
the Western Hemisphere within 
five years. 

Funeral services will be held Sat- 
urday in the Harvard Memorial 
Chapel. 

Dr. Hart is survived by two sons 
and a sister. His wife, the former 
Mary Hurd Putnam, died in 1924.

BILL TO GUARD SCHOOL FUND 
LOANS SIGNED BY DONNELL

JEFFERSON CITY, June 17.— 
Additional safeguards for loans of 
county school funds by county 
courts, to prevent the dissipation 
of such funds, are provided in a 
bill signed late yesterday by Gov.

rain has not come at the right 
time in the right places. 


One Family’s Plight. 

“My family lives in a little pueblo 
mear here,” a city workman told 
me. “For many months they have 
gone hungry. Their corn is still 
on the field, in a pitiful state, and 
they were forced to sel] their bean 
crop to dealers for 3 centavos a 
quart. I can hardly afford to buy 
beans in Mexico City, where they 
cost 75 centavos a quart—five and 
six times as much as last year.” 

A weird near-panic occurred the 
other day in Mexico City. Crowds 
of women, many in bare feet, fled 
from place to place demanding 
their daily ration of nixtamal 
dough for tortillas—many Mexi- 
cans have never tasted ,wheat 
bread. Some mill owners had to 
open their doors to show the wom- 
@€n that they had no more corn 
meal to make the dough. The 
scene was repeated in many Mexi- 
can cities. 

Within a few hours after these 
disturbances the President set 
price ceilings on staples and de- 
creed punishment for food hoard- 
ers. 

Lombardo Toledano’s’_ trades 
unions have offered to send 60,000 
volunteers to foreign battlefields 
to fight and to insure Mexico a 
place at the peace table. But the 
United States Government, which 
would have to train and equip the 
men, has been silent. And many 
Mexican politicians fear Lom- 
bardo, so nothing occurs. 


Three Staples Short. 


There have been devastating 
shortages of Mexico’s three sta- 
ples—corn, beans and rice. A 
shortage or increase in price in 
any of the three of them is felt 
in every Mexican stomach, be- 
cause of the widespread, natural 
poverty of the country. President 
Camacho was forced to order the 
punishment of hoarders or specula- 
tors in basic foods with 15 days in 
jail, the informer getting one-quar- 
ter of the hoard, 

Price control? 


A Mexican news- 
paper man said: “We have a nat- 
ural price control. When food 
goes up, nobody can buy it.” 

Like a rapidly draining bathtub, 
Mexico is being emptied of mate- 
rials of prime necessity. There 
have been orders stopping the 
flow to the north without special 
permission of rice, corn, meat, 
wood and a dozen other items but 
still the flow keeps up. 

Almost the entire rice harvest 
was bought on the fields by Amer- 
ican buyers. Suddenly there was 
a shortage. Rice jumped to 80 cen- 
tavos a kilo in some sections. La- 
bor unions charged speculators 
with hoarding it, letting it rot on 
railway sidings . 

Because Mexico has shipped more 
than 50,000 cattle to the States (a 
mere handful, in Chicago stock- 
yards reckoning) the substandard 
wages of packing house workers in 
Mexico were reduced by 35 per 
cent. There has been a meat short- 
age for the few who buy meat, 


Baref@oted Cobblers. 


There are now more barefooted 
cobblers in Mexico’s pueblos than 
before because leather and shoes 
have gone up in price beyond the 
means of the average Mexican. 
Huaraches, of which it is estimated 
15 million pair are made in Mex- 
ico each year, are beginning to 
disappear from store shelves. Lo- 
cal merchants get no answer when 
they send urgent orders for them 
to Oaxaca, where the best are 
made by hand. The same is true 
for the famous Oaxaca sarapes and 
handwoven tablecloths. All these 
things are being shipped direct to 
the United States, the worried 
storekeeper tells you. 

Mexico has been promised aid 
to develop its industry; yet because 
of United States priorities and a 
breakdown in Mexico’s creaky 
transport system, the glass indus- 
try in Monterrey has been almost 
paralyzed for lack of necessary 
equipment. Other factories have 
closed down entirely, notably those 
which have been unable to convert 
to war industry. 

Mexico’s locomotives are big and 
fancy, but aged. When the war 
came, it was found that In addition 
to a lack of cars, the locomotives 
couldn't be replaced without in- 
stalling heavy rails. A recent sur- 
vey also showed that 30 per cent 
of Mexico’s trucks are out of order 
because of a lack of parts from the 
United States. 


Aid Evident in North. 


Concrete evidence of United 
States’ help is seen throughout the 
northern states, where the $1,500,- 
000 guayule development is cover- 
ing the fields of a Government 
preserve that was formerly used 
for growing food. Mexico’s small 
textile industry, one of a few ex- 
ceptions, is still producing in rec- 
ord breaking quantity. And there 
have been dozens of palatial new 
homes built in Acapulco, Vera 
Cruz, Mexico City and Cuernavaca. 

The Export-Import Bank has 
supplied Mexico with 100 million 
dollars in credits, but if Mexico 
has to wait until after the war to 
use them, there is going to be 
trouble. The financial market is 
already ovefloaded with refugee 
capital from the United States and 
with the capital of refugees from 


at the half-dozen smart night 
clubs in Mexico City. 
Ambassador George Messer- 
smith, with a staff almost as large 
as at the Embassy in London, is 
trying desperately to surmount pri- 
orities difficulties and to keep the 
reserve of pro-United States feel- 
ing here, 

Mexico is more. poverty-stricken 
than ever since it came into the 
war, but still proud. Alejandre 
Trujillo Gurria, labor ‘minister, 
bidding goodby to the latest batch 
of the 16,000 young men who have 
left for work on United States 
farms said: 

“Throw off from your spirit any 
inferior feeling, since you are go- 
ing to a country where political 
and racial differences have been 
abolished. Carry your heads high.” 


YANKS HEALTHY 
THOUGH DEEP IN 
AFRICAN SWAMP

place is virtually the capital of 
malaria and dysentery. 

Our campsite—picked by local 
officials—was in the worst swamp 
around. Yet the Americans thrive 
there. The answer lies in spray- 
ing and burning and oiling the 
swamps, using mosquito netting, 
watching all dirt and filth, and 
taking 10 grains of quinine a day. 
They had an astonishing exam- 
ple there of American sanitation. 
The troops were living out in this 
swamplike camp. But the Army 
nurses were living temporarily in 
the nearby city. They were living 
in a big hotel—a big, modern, love- 
ly place. And every single one of 
the nurses came down with dysen- 
tery—one of them died—while only 
three of the soldiers out in the 
swamp got dysentery. Those 
three cases Were traced to eating 
occasional meals in town, at the 


same place the nurses got theirs.

All Carry Germs. 

N Army doctor told me the oth- 
Ac day that probably every one 

of our sdldiers in that area 
does have malaria germs in him, 
but the daily quinine keeps them 
from becoming active. I asked 
him, then, how long it would take 
the germs to die after leaving ma- 
larial country. 
“If we were to.be ordered home 
tomorrow,” he said, “I'd have the 
boys continue their daily quinine 
for six weeks. By that time all the 
germs would be out of them.” 
Throughout the _ tropics .all 
Americans sleep under mosquito 
netting, and wear boots of an eve- 
ning, and most of them take 
quinine. In some places they take 
one tablet a day (five grains), and 
in more dangerous places two a 
day. Nobody uses face nets, so 
far as I know. 
A few people can’t take quinine. 
It gives them a bad skin rash, and 
too much ringing in the ears. 
These people are put on atabrine. 
And then there are other people 
who are allergic to atabrine and 
get deathly sick after taking it. 
These people are kept on quinine, 


Few Crack Under Strain. 
FEW of our men have 
A cracked up under the tropical 
» strain and had to be sent 
home. But they are very few. The 
average man gets along all right 
in the tropics if he is careful, keeps 
regular hours and doesn’t drink 
too much, 
It is true that the tropics sap 
your energy. You just don’t have 
the old git-up-and-git you had back 
home. You feel sleepy of a morn- 
ing, you're a little dopey most of 
the time, you welcome the siesta 
after lunch. You're less efficient 
than back home. 
In one of our camps where sol- 
diers were doing hard manual la- 
bor such*as mixing concrete, they 
tried both an hour and a half and 
two hours ana a half for the 
lunch-and-rest period. Hospital 
figures showed the two-and-a-half- 
hour noon rest was necessary. So 
that’s what they’re on now, 


MILK PRODUCERS ASK FOOD 
AGENCY FOR PRICE HEARING 


Sanitary Milk Producers, which 
estimates that its members market 
about three-fourths of the inspect- 
ed milk in and near St. Louis, an- 
nounced today that its directors 


had made a request to the Food 
Distribution Administration, Wash- 
ington, for a public hearing to 
present a plea for higher milk 
prices. 

The 16 directors, each of whom 
presented a survey of milk con- 
ditions in his own area, maintained 
that milk conditions here are‘bad, 
due to labor shortages, and flood 
damage to hay, grain and pasture 
lands, and, they asserted that, un- 
less milk prices are increased, a 
severe drop in production is in 
prospect and many farmers will be 
obliged to dispose of all or part 
of their sherds, 

They further maintained that. in- 
spection by the St. Louis Health 
Division is too severe, resulting in 
cut-offs for minor infractions.

Spokesmen for the industry said 
the volume of work currently was 


running 50 per cent above normal 
with available personnel reduced 
to 65 per cent of that employed a 
year ago. In Brooklyn, it was 
said, 75,000 persons have been cut 
off from laundry service altogether 
in recent weeks. 

Bert Geltz, president of the Fam- 
ily Laundry Owners’ Association of 
Metropolitan New York, said many 
owners had ordered a limit of. as 
low as five men’s shirts a week ac- 
cepted for washing. An officer of 
the New York Hand Laundry As- 
sociation said that 1500 hand laun- 
dries would have to close a week— 
maybe more—to catch up on work 
now piled up. 


WASHINGTON, June 17 (AP).— 
A newly developed substance, pen- 
cillin, was credited today with heal- 
ing battle-inflicted wounds after 
the use of sulfanilamides and other 
drugs had failed to produce any 
improvement. 

Dr. A. Newton Richards of the 
Office of Scientific Research and 
Development, told the House Ap- 
propriations Committee what com- 


mittee members termed “almost 
miraculous” results from use 
of pencillin, derived from mold 
that grows on an artificial liquid 
medium. 

He said 20 million units had 
been sent to England and a sim- 
ilar quantity to North Africa and 
gave this account of pencillin‘’s use 
in treating Pacific front casualties 


as Bushnell Veterans’ Hospital in 
Utah: 


“They (the wounds) consisted of 
compound fractures, bones splin- 
tered by high velocity bullets which 
had been under treatment by ordi- 
nary means for as long as 14 
months. 


“They had been treated by the 
sulfanilamides and other drugs 
without avail. Almost from the be- 
ginning of the injection of this 
material, they began to improve. 


“Within a week (in a_ typical 
case) the situation became so im- 
proved that an operation could be 
risked, which was necessary to re- 
move bone fragments, missile frag- 
ments, bits of uniform, or, in one 
case, a galosh buckle which had 
been driven into the wound. 

“Pencillin reduced the infection 
in the wound so that the pdécket 


could be cleared up and explored 
and. drainage accomplished. The 
case that I have in mind was 
healed within 27 days. That was 
after 14 months of ineffectual 
treatment by other known means.” 

The Army and Navy were so im- 
pressed, Dr. Richards said, that a 
similar project is being set up in

Mistake of Umpires. 

ORD FRICK, gentlemanly 
FF presiaent of the National 

League, and a man of pro- 
found integrity, has made few 
blunders since he took over the 
difficult job of directing a major 
baseball circuit, but . without 
searching the files we can think 
of two that stand out. 

Back in the Dizzy Dean days, 
Jerome Herman looked out at an 
audience one night while he was 
still a bit perturbed about a few 
field decisions that he thought 
were a bit cock-eyed, and said 
many unkind words about Na- 
tional League umpires and Pres- 
ident Frick, 

Frick then, (1) stuck his neck 
out, and (2) stepped on it. He 
announced that Dizzy Dean 
would have to apologize, as we 
recall the incident,/and apologize 
in writing. Frick sent Ernie 
Quigley, a very meticulous and 
technical person, also long on in- 
tegrity, as messenger, carrying 
the apology Dean was to sign. 

Basebgll fans remember what 
happened, There was a series 
of farcical hearings in New 
York. Dizzy insisted loudly and 
to all who would listen, in offi- 
cial or any other circles, that 
he “wasn’t gonna sign nothin’ 
for nobody.” Meantime, Frick’s 
face: became redder and redder. 
He’s a big man, and he admitted 
that he had bungled the Dean 
affair. 

Maybe This Is “Be Kind 

To the Phillies Year.” 

HE other mistake that Frick 

made in his executive capa- 

city was his decision handed 
down the other day, ordering 
continuation to its conclusion of 
a game won by the Cardinals 
over the Phillies, 1 to 0, in seven 
and one-half innings, on Satur- 
day, June 65. 

Frick’s implication is that the 
Cardinals were guilty of skull- 
duggery that afternoon, in fail- 
ing to cover the infield wtih 
tarpaulin.

U.S. PILOT ‘SKIPS’ 


WASHINGTON, June 17 (AP).— 
An American fighter pilot 
“skipped” his bomb from low alti- 
tude directly into an underground 
hangar on Pantelleria during the 
bombardméht of that island, the 
War Department said today. 

The “underground hangar” may 
have been a hillside cavern, into 
which the bomb was propelled by 
its forward impetus after being 
dropped a short distance in front 
of the target. 

A report from Maj. Gen. James 
H. Doolittle’s strategic air force in

Department, the Federal Security 
Agency and the War Manpower 
Commission, after refusing a $3000) ; 
salary increase for Manpower Com- 
missioner Paul V. McNutt. 

A teller vote of 93 to 66 cut out 
an Appropriations Committee rec- 
ommendation that McNutt’s sal- 
ary be boosted from $12,000 to 
$15,000. As head of the Security 
Agency, McNutt gets $12,000 a 
year. He receives nothing addi- 
tional for administering the Man- 
power Commission. 

The committee urged the in- 
crease to bring the salary to the 
level of those paid heads of other 
wartime agencies, but Representa- 
tive Taber (Rep.), New York, told 
the House it would violate the 
President’s hold-the-line order 
against inflation and the Little 
Steel wage increase formula, Fur- 
thermore, he asserted, “the little 
fellows” whose wager have been 
frozen would resent a $3000 pay 
boost to a ma:. already receiving 
$12,000. 

The House pared $500,000 from 
the funds of the National Labor 
Relations Board, and wrote into 
the fiscal bill a bar against the 
NLRB handling any case arising 
over a bargaining agreement be- 
tween management and labor 
which has been in existence three 
months or longer unless a com- 
plaint has been filed. The two ac- 
tions were approved after Taber, 
ranking minority member of the 
Appropriations Committee, said 
NLRB employes were promoting 
disputes, and were responsible for 
“upsetting” a labo. agreement in 
the West Coast area in general 
and the Kaiser shipbuilding yards 
in particular. 

Stricken from the Dill was a 
section that would have prevented 
the Budget Bureau from withhbold- 
ing or impounding funds appro- 
priated to other agencies. The sec- 
tion was written by the Appropria- 
tions Committee after complaints 
had been made that the Budget Bu- 
reau arbitrarily had withheld 
funds appropriated by Congress. 

No effort was made to restore 
funds for the National Youth Ad- 
ministration, abolition of which 
was recommended by the Appro- 
priations Committee. Only three 
million dollars for NYA was pro- 
vided in the bill, which ordered 
liquidation of the agency by Dec. 
31, 1943.

The War Food Administration in 
Washington yesterday called in 
loans on 47 million bushels of 
1942 corn effective July 15, an- 
nouncing it would requisition corn 
from storage elevators “if neces- 
sary to continue uninterrupted 
production of corn products for 
war uses.” The WFA said its ac- 
tion would force more corn into 
normal trade channels. 

Other expedients were described 
by farmers of St. Louis County. 
They told of making many trips in 
search of odd lots of corn held by 
their neighbors, and of the “char- 
ity” of hill farms to river bed 
cattle-risers, whose beef cettle are 
being grazed on hillsides because 
of the destruction by fiood of their 
pastures. 

“These cattle might be fed corn 
if we had it, but we need it espe-| 
cially for the hogs. They don’t | 
thrive on scenery, and any farmer 
hates to see his hogs starving,” 
one livestock producer declared, 

A conference on the corn short- 
age in Missouri was called by Gov. 
Forrest C. Donnell for today in 
Jefferson City, where representa- 
tives from Kansag City, Springfield 
and Higginsville will discuss the 
problem. Reports were that feed 
dealers in Southwest Missouri have 
been unable to purchase corn since | 
May 31 and that underfed cattle 
and poultry as well as hogs are 
being dumped on the market ag a 
result. 

“The Government urged us to 
stock up on sows and boars for 
pork producticn, but if we don’t 
get.corn from somewhere soon 
we're going to have to shoot or 
give away our half-grown shoats 7° 
as well as the boars and sows.” : Ib. 

Grain men were of the opinion 
no lasting solution to the problem 
can be reached soon.

The plane’s two-gun Dorsal 
turret has been replaced with 
a four-gun powered turret and 
the bomber now carries nine 
.303 caliber machine guns in-. 
stead of eight. 

The improved flying perform- 
ance of the Halifax is achieved 
through refinements in shape, 
plus the substitution of four 
Rolls-Royce Merlin-22 engines 
for the earlier Merlin-20 models. 

The new Halifax, which has 
a maximum speed of 300 miles 
per hour and carries a maxi- 
mum bomb load of five and 
one-half tons, now ranks with 
the Lancaster, which carries an 
eight-ton load, as the prime 
night bomber of the Royal Air 
Force.

BORDEAUX U-BOATS 
SAID TO BE CRIPPLED 
AFTER RAID BY U.S. 


Submarines Hit or Destroyed 
by Bombing of Pens. 


STOCKHOLM, June 17 (AP).— 
American bombers, in their most 
recent raid on Bordeaux, immobil- 
ized a “high percentage” of Nazi 
submarines preying on Allied ship- 
ping in the Atlantic, a reliable in- 
formant said here yesterday. 

The informant said bombs 
jammed the concrete and steel 
locks of the submarine pens, trap- 
ping for an indefinite period many 
U-boats being readied for. raids. 

A “whole series” of pens were 
affected, the informant said, and 
several submarines were damaged 
or destroyed. Two hundred build- 
ings in the Bordeaux dock area 
were blasted to pieces and 200 
persons killed, the source said. 

Both Bodeaux and Lorient, sis- 
ter U-Wbat bases on the French 
coast, were bombed by ‘jheavy 
formations” of American bombers 
May 17.

Leiner, a member of the Nazi 
party here and in Germany, in- 
terrupted his trial on three charges 
of trading with the enemy, to en- 
ter his plea. Judge Edward A. 
Conger will impose sentence June 
25. The prisoner faces a maximum 
of 30 years imprisonment and fines 
totaling \$30,000,

ALASKA INDIANS FORM 
STRONG HOME GUARD 


They Are Expert Marksmen 
With Hatred of Japanese, 
Says St. Louisan. 


The Indians of Alaska and the 
Aleutian Islands, “expert marks- 
men with an abiding hatred of the 
Japanese,” have been organized by 
Uncle Sam into a formidable re- 
serve force against invasion, Maj. 
Lloyd J. Hellmann, St. Louisan 
home on leave, reported today. 

Maj. Hellmann, who was the In- 
ternational Shoe Go's chief engi- 
neer of machinery for 14 years be- 
fore joining the Army Corps of En- 
gineers in 1940, has spent the last 
18 months in Alaska, where he is 
in charge of training the natives.

Now they face 
strong reinforcements and organ- 
ized anti- invaaipn defenses, no 
small part of ich is the Alaska 
Territorial Guard, an organization 
similar to our State militia, 

The Indians, willing workers and 
eager to learn, select their own 
Territorial Guard officers from 
their tribes, and render important 
service on police duty, labor as- 
signments and other reserve work, 
Maj. Hellmann declared. 

The Aleutian campaign has dem- 
onstrated the resourcefulness. of 
the American soldiers, who main- 
tain squads of beachcombers and 
have adapted a vast amount of 
debris to good purpose, he con- 
tinued. A large amount of crude 
rubber shipped in by the Japa- 
nese in baies has been salvaged. 

One of the major achievements 
ir. this area has been development 
of a system of camouflage which 
experts have termed “nearly per- 
fect,” Maj. Hellmann said, explain- 
ing that the camouflage is con- 
stantly altered with the changing 
seasons. 

Army engineers and members of 
the Navy’s Seabees have accomp- 
lished notable results in. Alaska and 
the Aleutians, he concluded, but 
censorship prevents release of news 
about construction jobs. Skilled 
workmen seeking both adventure 
and a chance to serve their coun- 
try are welcomed by the Engineers 
Corps and the Seabees, and should 
apply at the Army En, ineers of- 
fice, Room 800, New Federal Build- 
ing.

R. A. F. Bomber Sights Crew. 

The British Air Ministry news 
service told how the Americans 
were first sighted by a Royal Air 
Force Stirling bomber and were 
then picked up and packed “like 
sardines” into an amphibian Wal- 
rus rescue plane and were later 
transferred to high speed rescue 
launches. 

The pilot of the’ Walrus said that 
the waves around the dinghy were 
“so high I doubted if 1 could come 
down.”

—Chilled by rains and seared by 
the sun, 25 men jammed in a small 
lifeboat from their torpedoed mer- 
chantman rode out the South Pa- 
cific swells for 15 days until an 
Army Flying Fortress sighted them 
as they were on the verge of star- 
vation. 


The story was told today by niece. 


George Atchison, 20-year-old Navy 
seaman, first class, who. returned 
home to await his next assignment. 

The shipwrecked men spotted a 
floating coconut on the seventh 
day, he said, and carved it into 50 
pieces, two for each man. Their 
normal caily ration was two bis- 
cuits and a malted milk tablet 
apiece. After the Fortress sighted 
the boat a transport came over and 
dropped coffee, cigarettes and 
canned food. 

“It was awfully tough rowing 
about a half mile to where those 
supplies fell, but we made it—and 
how good those cigarettes and cof- 
fee tasted! We drank the coffee 
out of a steel helmet one fellow 
wore.” 


WITHHOLDING TAX NOT ABOVE 
12 PCT. IN MAJORITY OF CASES 


WASHINGTON, June 17 (AP) & 
The Treasury estimated today that 
amounts withheld under the pay- 
as-you-go tax law beginning July 1 
would not exceed 12 per cent of 
gross pay for the majority of wage 
earners, 

The law requires employers to 
withhold 20 per cent of all wages 
and salaries over and above ex- 
emptions, but because of these ex- 
emptions, the Treasury: said, the 
percentage of withholdings to gross 
pay will vary with individual wage 
earners, depending on income and 
family status.

The Farm Security Administration 
did things like that for boys who were trying 
to get ahead. Vincent signed the papers and the 
money was placed in the bank to his credit, to 
be checked out as needed.

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Meat-Stretching Recipes

EAT-EXTENDERS can be 

exceptionally good to eat as 

well as easy on ration points 
and the food budget. With the 
advent of warmer weather, house- 
wives will have to make meat- 
stretching dishes extra flavorful 
and appealing in appearance in or- 
der to keep the family satisfied, 


Savory meat pies usually are 
great favorites with men and 
youngsters. A meat pie or meat 
loaf one day and fish the next is 
a good way to balance the menu. 
Then remember that hard-cooked 
eggs combine well with cream 
sauce or creamed vegetables, Eggs 
also are good scrambled with but- 
tered asparagus. 


Meat Pie With Carrot Top is 
something new and seasonable, 
Make up a regular brown stew, 
using an economy cut of beef, veal 
or lamb. Put in some cooked green 
beans, celery and onion. About 
two-thirds pound of meat will make 


enough for four, when it is com- | 


bined with sauce and vegetables. 
Brown the raw meat in fat, add 
flour to cover and cook it slowly 
until well browned before adding 
the liquid. When the stew is thick 
and creamy season with salt, pep- 
per and some herbs (marjoram) 
and a small amount of thyme), 
Pour into a shallow, greased bak- 
ing dish. Cover the meat blend 
with topping made like this: Mix 
two cups rich biscuit dough and 
stir in one-half cup diced cooked 
carrots and two teaspoons finely 
chopped parsley. Arrange over the 
meat and make 25 minutes in mod- 
erate oven. 


Frankfurter Noodle Loaf: One 
package fine noodles (eight 
ounces), two eggs, one cup milk,

Cook noodles in boiling salted 
water nine minutes, or until ten- 
der; drain; rinse in cold water. 
Beat eggs; add milk, salt and pep- 
per. Split two frankfurters length- 
wise; place in bottom of greased

loaf pan. Cut remaining frankfurt- 
ers in one-half inch slices; combine 
with noodle mixture. Pour into 
loaf pan on frankfurters. Bake in 
moderate oven (35 degrees F.) 
about 45 minutes. Combine with 
white sauce with mustard; heat. 
Unmold loaf on serving platter; 
slice, Serve with sauce. Serves 
four to six. 

Egg whites give a deficate 
daintiness to fish mold. Mix to- 
gether one and one-half cups 
cooked fish (leftover from baked 
or pan broiled is excellent), one 
cup soft bread cubes, two table- 
spoons each chopped celery, green 
peppers and parsley, one-half tea- 
spoon salt, one-fourth teaspoon 
poultry seasoning, one-third tea- 
spoon paprika, one-fourth cup 
chopped green or ripe olives, two 
egg yolks and one-half cup hot 
milk, Let stand five minutes, stir- 
ring twice. Lightly fold in two 
beaten egg whites and two table- 
spoons melted butter or margarine, 


Pour into well-greased pan and 
bake 30 minutes in moderate oven. 
Unmold carefully and cover and 
surround with egg, tomato or herb 
sauce. If there is any leftover, 
save it and put into an omelet or 
scrambled eggs for luncheon or 
supper the following day. 

Lamb patty. grill uses a low- 
ration-point meat with flavor ap- 
peal. Mix together one pound 
ground lamb, one-third cup rolled 
dried bread crumbs, one tablespoon 
each finely minced celery and par- 
sley, one-half teaspoon salt and 
one-fourth teaspoon each of pepper 
and poultry seasoning. Shape into 
small cakes about one-half inch 
thick. Set on greased shallow pan, 
add four halves boiled peeled sweet 
potatoes, eight cooked dried apri- 
cots and four slices of fresh to- 
matoes. Brush the tops with melt- 
ed bacon fat. Broil 10 minutes on 
each side or until browned. Trans- 
fer to a heated platter and serve 
promptly.

AR or no war, the battle be- 
W tween the two schools of 

thought on strawberry short- 
cake goes right on. On the one 
hand, those who contend that the 
only true strawberry shortcake is 
made with old-fashioned baking 
powder biscuits—a little shorter, a 
little sweeter than usual if you 
insist, but atill biscuits. On the 
other hand are those who hold out 
for cake. It’s possible to make 
both schools of thought happy by 
serving strawberries with sponge 
cake but not calling the result 
shortcake. And that’s what you 
do when you bake sponge cake 
in a tube pan or a dish as ap- 
pealing to the eye as the palate. 
But just remember, it’s not straw- 
berry shortcake. 

Sponge Cake Ring. 

Four eggs, two-thirds cups cake 
flour, two-thirds cup granulated 
Sugar, one-half teaspoon cream of 
tartar, dash of salt, two-thirds 
teaspoon vanilla. 

Separate eggs. Sift flour, meas- 
ure, and resift twice with one-half 
the sugar. Beat egg yolks till 
thick and lemon colored. Sprinkle 
cream of tartar and salt over egg 
whites; beat till stiff. Add remain- 
ing sugar gradually, beating after 


each addition. Fold in egg yolks, 


then flour and sugar mixture. 
With last few stirs add vanilla. 
Turn into a small sized ring mold 
lined with paraffin paper and bake 
one hour in moderate oven. (325 
degrees F.). When done, turn out 
on large serving plate and fill cen- 
ter with sugared strawberries or 
other fruit, or with a gelatin cus- 
tard.

the charged wire. They had such 
respect for it that even when it 
had been taken down they refused 
to pass where it had been. When 
Vincent moved them to better pas- 
ture in the woods he had to carry 
them across the deadline.

Vincent, helped 
by his younger sisters, carriers it 
in buckets 400 yards from a pond, 
35 or 40 gallons a day. By Sept. 1, 
Vincent hopes that his pigs will 
weigh 225 pounds each. The gross 
will be about 11,000 pounds. He 
will sell them then to make pork- 
chops for the men at the front. Be- 
fore that, say about Aug. 27, there 
will be six new litters of pigs on 
Vincent’s hog farm, With any kind 
of luck at the end of the year he 
will have added 22,000 pounds to 
the world’s supply of meat, paid 
off his loan and have quite a lot 
of money in the bank. He has 
plans for getting more stock and 
helping his mother with her poul- 
try flock. He wants to terrace the 
land, provide better buildings and 
pay off the mortgage on the farm. 


He will go on raising bigger and 
better pigs and more of them un- 
less the Government wants him to 
fight. When he is 18, if he is 
called, he has no notion of asking 
exemption or deferment on ac- 
count of his hogs. “I want to go or 
stay,” he says, “according to where 
I can do the most good. If they 
think I can do more good in the 
Army than here I'll be ready to 
go.”

OLD MAN RIVER—Master of the Susie Silver Bri 


Captain Dave Was Mild-Mannered, but Could Become "River Cyclone” When Aroused

Rosche, veteran steamboatman. 
CHAPTER TEN 

APTAIN David Silver, master 
C and owner of the Susie Silver, 

was one of the most.respected 
and best loved officers in the Mis- 
sissippi and Missouri River trade. 
Ordinarily mild-mannered and the 
very soul of dignity, he could be- 
come ae river cyclone when 
aroused. He was one of the best 
shots on the river with pistol or 
rifle, and yet he rarely carried a 
gun. Many were the legends re- 
lated by rivermen -regarding his 
prowess—some true and others 
simply made out of whole cloth. 
There is one story, however, con- 
cerning an occasion on which the 
Captain got his dander up and a 
surprised officer of the law come 
out second best, the authenticity 
of which I can vouch for personal- 
ly. j 
I first made the acquaintance of 
this remarkable man under un- 
usual circumstances on a broiling- 
hot afternoon in August of 1872 on 
the New Orleans water front. The 
Dexter had been advertised for de- 
parture at 5 p. m. precisely, and a 
big assignment of sacked sugar 
bulked near the staging awaited 
removal to the hold for shipment 
to Louisville. A procession of 
sweating Negroes each bowed un- 
der a heavy sack, moved on board 
and then off again. As second mate 
of the Dexter it was my business 
to see that the freight was loaded 
in time for our departure, and it 
seemed to me as though the roust- 
abouts were progressing at a 
snail's pace. 

On this particular afternoon I 
wore a white uniform cap cocked 
jauntily over one eye, a pair of 
blue uniform trousers, the bottoms 
of which were tucked into new 
boots that gleamed like polished 
metal, and a crisply starched white 
shirt open at the throat and with 
the sleeves rolled above my elbows. 
Two of my roustabout gang were 
stationed at the mound of sugar 
sacks, and their job was to lift the 
heavy sacks onto one shoulder of 
the carriers. One of these lifters 
was Snowball. I noticed that a car- 
rier, a huge mulatto, had developed 
a remarkable thirst. Each time he 
returned from the hold he stopped 
at the water pail and slowly con- 
sumed several dippers of its con- 
tents. This resulted in his losing 
his place in line.

“Hey there, you, Yellow George, 
let the water alone and. get to 
work!”

Yel- 
low George strolled back from the 
hold, walked over to the water 
pail, wiped the sweat from his 
dripping forehead, and deliberate- 
ly dipped himself another drink.

WAS mad now, but I knew if I 
Jiost my temper I would be play- 
ing right into the hands of the 
big Negro. He resented the au- 
thority of his youthful “boss man” 
and was showing off before his 
comrades. I could see he was 
spoiling for a fight but was clev- 
erly attempting to provoke me into 
striking him so that any action 
on his part would be self-defense. 
“Yellow George,” I said, “if you'd 
put half as much spirit into your 
toting as you do your drinking, 
you’d be the boss roustabout on 
the Mississippi. Get the lead out 
of your shoes now and go to 
work.” The big fellow looked me 
full in the face, let his eyes travel 
insolently from my shiny boots to 
my white cap, and then remarked 
loudly, “Pretty boss, I wondah if 
you knows jus’ how heavy dese 
sacks is. Reckon hit’s a sight 
easier to tell folks how to wuk 
dan to wuk yo’sef.” 
his was mutiny, and I knew 
I had to act and act quickly or 
forever forfeit the respect of my 
crew and my superiors. There 
was no dodging the issue. Yellow 
George’s loud tones had attracted 
the attention of a number of levee 
idiers, and I saw out of the cor- 
ner of my eye that a man with 
a dignified carriage, who was 
standing on the roof of a big boat 
tied up next to ours, was watch- 
ing with interest. I walked to 
the stacked sugar, bent over, and 
with a dexterous flip of my right 
arm lifted one of the heavy sacks 
onto my right shoulder.

The 
brisk pace was not only a gesture 
of nonchalance but a smart move 
since. it would have been more dif- 
ficult to have toted the sacks 
while walking slowly.

ELLOW GEORGE’S example 
Y inspired the other roustabouts. 

Chanting the boastful words of 
their leader as a chorus, they bent 
to their work with a new spirit. I 
could relax now. My plan had 
worked, and I knew the sugar 
would be loaded in time. I knew 
the old river maxim that a sing- 


ing roustabout crew was the best » 


working crew. The dignified man 
left his post on the roof and 
walked up to me. 

“Young man,” he said, “if ever 
you need a job, you might look me 
up. That's my boat there.” 

I answered politely, “Thank you, 
sir. I'll keep that in mind. But 
I'm doing all right on the Dexter.” 

When the stranger had taken his 
leave, Snowball shuffled excitedly 
over to me. “Marse Lou,” he said 
breathlessly, “doan’ you know who 
dat man was who jus’ offered you 
a job?” 

“No, Snowball, who was it?” 

Snowbal whistled. “Why dat 
was Cap’n Dave Silvah ob de Susie 
Silvah. Rivermens fights fo’ de 
chance to wuk on de Susie Silvah.” 

Although Capt. Silver's offer had 
not excited my immediate interest, 
it had planted the seed of restless- 
ness, The Susie Silver was in the 
reguiar St. Louis-New Orleans 
trade, and I was growing , home- 
sick for St. Louis once more. 

So I had finally accepted Capt. 
Silver’s invitation and shipped on 
the Susie Silver. The transfer was 
no comedown, for the Susie Silver, 
built in 1870, was a newer boat 
and as big as the Dexter.

I walked over to the old man 
and handed him sixty dollars in 
bills. 

He began slowly counting the 
money. He must have counted it 
at least ten times, and most of the 


wood was aboard when he shuffled 
over to me. Fixing his eyes on a 
point about two feet over my head, 
he announced, “Boss, ef you wants 
de forty cords you measured off, 
you owes me jus’ one hundred and 
twenty dollars. Dat wood’s three 
dollars a cord!” 

I pointed to the sign and said, 
“You've advertised your wood at a 
dollar and a half, and a dollar and 
a half is what we're going to pay 
you.”

“Well, I am going to pay atten- 
tion to it,” 1 said shortly and 
walked over to resume the super- 
vision of the loading. The Negro 
pocketed the bills and shuffled over 
to a tree where a mule as skinny 
as himself was tethered. “Reckon 
de law gwine have suthin’ to say 
"bout whether you gwine pay me 
proper fo’ my wood,” he mumbled 
and rode off down the dusty road 
at a surprisingly fast pace. ' was 
beginning to smell a rat. The situ- 
ation bore all the earmarks of a 
conspiracy between some small- 
time officials and the woodyard 
man. 

My suspicions seemed to be con- 
firmed a moment later with the 
reappearance of the old Negro, ac- 
companied by a lanky, sallow-faced 
man. The newcomer was mounted 
on a spirited horse, carried a rifle, 
wore a star pinned on his blue 
cotton shirt and had “sheriff” writ- 
ten all over him. He reined in 
quickly and without dismounting 
raised his rifle and looked down 
the barrel at me. “Pay the Negro 
for his wood,” he commanded. 

“Sheriff,” I said, “we didn't need 
this woo.. but went to the trouble 
to tie up here just because this 
man advertised it for a dollar and 
a half a cord. We can get all the 
three-dollar wood we want.” 

I saw the sheriff stiffen in his 
saddle and his right cheek hug the 
stock of his rifle. “Listen, steam- 


boat feller,” he ordered, “you tell 
your crew to stop loading. If one 
of them picks up another splinter, 
I'll blow your head right from 
under that white silk cap.” ‘ 
“Stop loading!” I ordered. The 
roustabouts obeyed with relief. 
Captain Silver, attracted by the 
loud talking, popped his head out 
of his cabin window. “What's 
going on down there, Mr. Rosche?” 
he called, 
“There's 
who's going 
tain,” I answered, 
plained briefly. 
“Come aboard, officer, and we'll 
see if we can't reach an under- 
standing,” Captain Silver invited. 
The sheriff shook his head dog- 
gedly. “This here’s plumb easy to 
understand,” he said. “The Negro 
says the price of his wood is three 
dollars a cord, Your mate meas- 
ured off forty cords, and you're 
going to pay him a hundred and 
twenty dollars, and'the law’s here 
to see that you do it!”

HE various eruptions on the 
TT skin of the hands which are so 

common with housewives can 
be divided into five or six classes. 
The commonest of all—as is likely 
to be the case in skin eruptions 
on the hands of anybody -—- are 
those due to ringworm infection.

nearly everywhere in our modern 
civilization. 

Another large group are allergic 
or contact forms of dermatitis.

IN THIS GROUP—not strictly 
speaking of housewives—is. nail 
polish eczema. This occurs not 
particularily frequently, but often 
énough to make it a troublesome 
condition in those who use nail 
polish, particularly of the darker 
and more ornate kinds. 

While nail polish eczema usually 
appears first on the skin around 
the nail beds and at the ends ef 
fingers, it may fool everybody for 
a long time by appearing on the 
face and eyelids, which the patient 
touches with her recently polished 
nails. In order of frequency, after 
the fingers and eyelids, the loca- 
tion for this eczema may be the 
neck, chin, cheeks, tips of the ears 
and the arm pits.
